Opinions varied from city to 
city. San Mateo reported it had 
solved its storm drainage pro- 
blems at considerable expense 
and wanted to bear no part of 
any taxation for a county dis- 
trict. 


South San Francisco wanted the 
district, in order that San Bruno 
could be forced to pay part of the 
cost of disposing of the water it 
shunts on to South City. Redwood 
City wants unincorporated terri- 
tory to participate in financing its 
flood problems and so favors the 
district. Hillsborough was unalter- 
ably opposed to any agency that 
could compel them to pay for 
flood control. 


I took the position that such a 
cistrict should be formed but 
that municipal representation 
was vital fer two reasons. 


First, our cities have in the past 
considered storm water drainage 
a local problem, and to turn it ov- 
er to the county board of supervis- 
ors is to abdicate a municipal re 
sponsibility. 

Second, most cities have done 
storm drainage work on an assess- 
ment basis, and their city councils 
should retain control of future 
work to protect these sections ag- 
ainst double taxation. 

' proposed that the governing 
board of the district consist of 
ity councilmen as well as super- 
, or else that a city council 
by resolution could veto the in- 
clusion of any part of its corpor- 
ate area in a zone or in a project. 


The latter would be politically 
more easily accomplished in the 
legislation than the former, but 
I believe municipal representa- 
tion, rather than just negative 
veto power, would result in more 
accomplishment. 


So far as Menlo Park is concern- 
ed, a portion of our city should 
join in a district to move water to 
Marsh voad and the Atherton 
storm canal that topographically 
can't be run to San Francisquito 
creek. There are other storm wa- 
ter problems west of our city and 
also near Bayshore highway that 


require solution on an area basis.
